International Arbitration. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Sept. 5.—The pres- 


ident sent to the house Thursday after- 
noon a letter from the secretary of state 
accompanied by reports adopted by the 
Pan-American congr-ss relating to the 
subject of international arbitration. Sec- 
retary Blaine in his letter says the act of

Looks Bad for the Markee. 


"Strange, wasn't Itt It was a very pret- 


ty little hand mirror. The marquis sent 
it to me one day with a little note. We 
were engaged then. No one was near it 
when it fell. When I picked it up from 
the floor, strangely enough, not a piece of 
glass fell from the frame. I looked at it 
cloxely. It had been broken in the center 
and the wracks extended in every direc- 
tion over the surface. It looked just as 
though a bullet had struck it and shat- 
tered it." 


THE OLD COLONY DISASTER. 


The Foreman of • Section Gang Guilty 


of Criminal Negligence. 


QUINCY, Mass., Sept. 6.—Judge James 


Humphrey, in his report of the inquest on 
the Quincy accident, made Thursday after- 
noon, finds that the track jack was alone 
responsible for the wreck that resulted in 
the death of twenty-three person*, and 
that it was used by an incompetent sec- 
tion hand, Michael Hartney, who, on 
seeing the approaching train, imperiled 
his life in au attempt to withdraw the 
jack. Joseph F. Welch, the foreman of tho

CHICAGO, Sept 6.—A strange realty suit 


to just now pending .in the oourta. In 
fact, an unborn child Is the defendant m 
a suit involving' •M.OOO. The litigation 
cannot be settled until service baa been 
obtained personally -on the babe. The 
fact* in the peculiar case are these: J. P. 
BUhop & Co., realty broken, bought 
from a certain party, under a contract 
originally of thirty days but which was 
extended to sixty days, a piece of property 
covering twenty acres. The land was sold 
at a profit of 1300 an acre to the firm who 
beside $1,000 commisiion, will pocket some 
(8,000. Now, it so happened th&t during 
the life of the contract the owner died and 
the property passed Into the hands of the 
heirs. The heir apparent in the case was 
so far only apparent, and in order to close 
the deal the case was taken into the 
courts, and it was decided that by obtain- 
ing service on the unborn child the trans- 
fer under the contract signed during the 
father's lifetime could be legalized. 


A Flaw In the Title. 


According the property passed into the 


hands of the purchasers. Lawyer Reed, 
of the First National bank building, act- 
ing as legal adviser for Mr. Bishop. But 
it so happened, that the new purchaser 
resold the property and the abstract was 
taken to Judah and Wlilard for the pur- 
pose of examination. This firm declared 
there was a flaw in the title and would 
not pass favorably upon it, stating that 
service on tbe unborn child was not suffi- 
cient but that it was necessary to await 
the birth of the baby. Accordingly both 
parties are awaiting it. It was impossi- 
ble to obtain service without knowing the 
name of the party to the cone, and aa the 
sex was not assured the name could not 
be presupposed. 


The Property Increasing In Value. 


But the megs does not in any event stop 


here. Supposing that ou the birth of the 
child the guardian appointed refused to 
indose the action of the father, and the 
late purchasers held Mr. Bishop to his con- 
tract; then the only recourse left by Mr. 
Bishop would be to obtain service on tbe 
deceased, if his address can be obtained. 
The property is now Increasing in value 
very fast, and by the time of the necasii- 
ty for the appointment of a guardian will 
have almost increaxed in value 50 per cent. 
Now, the question is: Will the guardian 
be justified in allowing MB proU'ge to lose 
such an amount? The ninzo of legal dtftV 
culty opened up through this unparallel- 
ed occurrence has no equal anywhere. The 
names of the owners are withheld for 
obvious reasons.

WHAT CAN THEY DOT 


Some few days since The Rep named 


a lew speakers at F. M. B. A. meetings.and 
added to each name "democratic candidate 
for'' so and so. The intention was to cre- 
ate in the minds of former republicans who 
are now F. M. B. A. men, an impression 
that the farmers' organizations here are only 
democratic side-shows. 
We dont think 


there is good judgment in trying to arrive 
at that end by remarking that men of the 
organization are candidates on the demo- 
cratic ticket. It only goes to show that the 
democratic party in Illinois has been willing 
to let tne farmers name a fair share of the 
candidates. 


The reason there is not an F, M. B. A 


man on the republican ticket to oppose each 
of the democrats mentioned in The Rep'3 
little squibs, is because the republican or- 
ganization in this state does not welcome 
farmer candidates. 
We all know that 


prominent F. M. B. A. m°n tried to get on 
the republican ticket. 
We further know 


they were thrown a~ide. Men of the same 
order came to the democrats and were wel- 
comed, and one of them was named at the 
very head of the state ticket. It is not the 
fault of the F. M. B. A. that a member of 
that order does not occupy a similar place 
oa the republican ticket. 


Now when you undertake to say that the 


farmers' organizations in this state are be- 
ing run in the interests of the democratic par- 
ty, dont you know that you are say ing some 
thing that will not go down with the mem- 
bers? The evidence you furnish is that the 
democratic ticket has the names of several 
of those metnbeis. But you will please re 
member the F. M. B. A. was impartial In 
this matter. It furnished an equal number 
of names to the republican lords of creation. 
Those names were rejected, and this left 
tie organization with representation only on 
the democratic ticket. It is nonsense to 
charge this s'tuation up to the F. M. B. A. 
Every member knows it was brought about 
because the republican party would not ac- 
cept the farmer candidates. 


To say that the speakers at these meetings 


are candidates on the democratic ticket is only 
t3 say that the demjcratic party of Illinois 
was glad to give the organized farmers a 
fair share of representation. And to call 
attention to the candidacy of theee speak- 
ers is to leave, by implication, the impres- 
sion that there are no republican candidates 
to speak at these meetings. When we re- 
member that the F. M. B. A. was willing 
to furnish such candidates, and that it trierf 
to do so, the conclusion must be that the 
republican party was not willing to grant 
the farmers a decent share of representa- 
tion. 


As we understand the F. M. B. A., it 


was not anxious to enter polities as a third 
party. It complained about the laws and 
about abuses that had grown up under 
those laws. It wanted a change in these 
matters; and it very naturally wanted some 
of its own men to be there to see that the 
changes were made. It didn't care whether 
those men were republicans or democrats. 
Candidates were presented to both parties; 
and now since we learn from The Kep that 
nearly all the F. 31. B. A. candidates are 
democrats we only conclude that the re- 
publicans refused to grant the recognition 
the farmers asked. 


It this state of affairs constitutes a demo- 


cratic side show, then it is of the republi- 
can party's own making. Had that party 
been friendly to the organized farmers we 
could now have two side shows; and they 
might be put under a single tent and called 
one big show. 


We believe the yeoman of the land have 


a lifbt to ask for a fair share of the offices. 
Tee republican party has an equal right to 
deny the petition, but it must stand the 
consequences. That party will not be al- 
lowed to throw F. M. B. A. men overboard 
and then swear at them because they geek 
shelter in some other port, 


The Rep's ideal F. M. B. A. organization 


is one that would smile sweetly at republi- 
can rebuffs, and scowl savagely at proffers 
of friendship from all others. It complains 
because a member who dares aspire to 
office on the democratic ticket is allowed to 
speak at one of the meetings. It seems 
there is DO republican candidate who is a 
member of the order. What are the F. M. 
B. A. people to do at their picnics? Abolish 
speaking entirely? A member who is a 
democratic candidate may not talk; a mem- 
ber who Is a republican candidate cannot 
be found. A suggestion from The Rep as 
to what can be done under these circum- 
stances to in order. 


says is a report from Boles' speech, in which 
it is said that, the democrats and Mr. Cleve- 
land ate no good. 


Just a dozen lines below what The Kep 


has to say on the above may be found this 
about Mr. Boies:

What Officials Say About the Effort of the 


Eri« Agaluat It. 


CHICAGO, 111., Sept. 4.—It was stated 


here to-day one of the first acts of the New 
York, Erie & Western, after securing pos- 
session of the Chicago & Atlantic, now 
the Chicago & Erie, last Monday morning, 
was to give formal notice to the manager^ 
of the Wabash railroad of the abrogation of 
the contract which gave the Wabash the 
right to use the Chicage & Atlantic tracks 
from Chicago to Laketon. Ind. This action, 
it is said, would hare the effect of prevent- 
ing the Wabash from doing an east-bound 
business 
from 
Chicago, 
and 
would 


shut 
out 
the 
Canadian 
Pacific, 


which had a traffic agreement with the 
Wabash for some time to come, hut the or- 
der is not yet in effect, and the Wabash 
people are not borrowing trouble in advance. 
Their 10 days' grace will not expire until 
next Thursday, and in the meantime they 
will sue for an injunction restraining the 
Chicago & Erie company from enforcing the 
notice. 
They expect by throwing the mat- 


ter into the courts to delay proceedings for 
a mouth or two, and before that time they 
will have completed their own line. 


Wabash & Canadian officials iu Chicago 


laugh at the action of the Chicago & Erie in 
Diving the Wabash 10 days' notice to stop 
using its 'racks from Laketon Junction to 
Chicago. Attorney Crawford of the Canadian' 
Pacific, said: 


"We connect at Detroit with the Wabash, 


which

If 
the Wabash 
can't 
nse 


the Chicago & Erie tracks it would 
have to make a deal with some other 
road for an eastern outlet, or carry tb<3 
freight over its own tracks via Bement, 
making an eastern rsute 400 miles longer 
than that formed by the Chicago & Erie. 
But our friends, the enemy, are crowing al- 
together too soon. We have foreseen this 
move and are prepared for it. We will se- 
cure a temporary Injunction against the 
Chicago & Erie's attempt to close its tracks 
to the Wabash. Meantime the Wabash has 
only to build 100 miles more of its short 
line to Butler, Ind., and it will have a line 
80 miles shorter than the present one. 
Wabash tracks are being laid on tbe Butler 
cut-off at the rate of three miles a day and 
will be in running order in less than six 
weeks and perhaps a month. The Chicago 
& Erie move will not bother us a particle."

Cutting the Big Crop That MakM the 


Farmer* Bleb. 


The height of the broom com harvest is 


now reached, and the farmers of Coles and 
Douglas counties are as busy as bees "tab- 
ling" and cutting the crop. The cutting be- 
gan In early fields two weeks ago, and some 
fields will be nncat when the first frost 
comes 
In 
September. 
The 
bar- 


vest, 
which 
Is 
usually 
early, 


this year, lasts about six weeks. The 
standing crop Is heavy and of unusually 
fine quality, and the assessors' returns 
show that Douglas county has this year 
8,563 acres devoted to its cultivation, and 
Coles county baa 12,000 acres planted to 
broom com. This acreage will produce 
about 7,000 tons of brush, valued 
at 


$550,000. 


Broom corn seed Is planted from May 10 


to July 1. It is drilled into the ground 
with a corn planter, the rows being three 
feet apart. It matures In about 100 days. 
It must be cut while green, and Is ready 
for tbe harvest when the corn Is in bloom 
and the blossom begins to fall. The time 
of cutting Is a very Important feature to 
the farmer. As the seed ripens the brush 
becomes red, and red brush Is unsalable. 
It must be out so that when dry It Is of a 
bright pea-green color. 
The first move In 


the harvest la to table the cornstalks. This 
s done by the operator walking backward 
>etween two rows and breaking the stalks 
about waist high, crossing one over the 
other, so as to form a level topped "table." 
Then the cutters, walking between the 
tables, cut the brash, piling the cuttings 
'rorn two tables together. 
Much of the 


value of the crop depends upon the con- 
science of the cutter. 
He must cut about 


eight inches of the stem with the brash. 
More stem than this classes the brush as 
long butts." 
If the brush Is cut without 


a stem it Is almost useless for broom-making, 
,nd may not pass through the utachlue 
which takes off the seed.
